FACTORY TO START SOON. 
New Industry for Wilmington Fx- 
pected to Employ a Considerable 
Number of Operatives. 
WILMINGTON, Feb. 15.—N. W. 

Kline, president of the Kline Invalid 
Bed and Machine Company of Wil- 
mington, stated this afternoon that 
everything connected with this industry 
will be in readiness for operation by 
the first of next week, when the ma- 
chinery will be given its initial run. 
Several carloads of machinery have ar- 
rived from the East in the last ten 
days, and, had it not been for a slight 
delay in corpleting electrical con- 
nections, the factory would have been 
started tomorrow morning. 

The company is said be the first 
of the kind in the world. The bed to 
de manufactured is designed especially 
for hospital use, it being so arranged 
that a patient can be in almost 
any conceivable position without be- 
ing touched with the hands.

In addition to manufacturing invalid 
beds, the company will operate a gen- 
eral machine shop and foundry, mak- 
ing a specialty of turning out marble-

RRIGATION IN ARIZONA. 
Irrigation is an incident in the agricul- 
ture of the Eastern States, itis an important 
factor in the agriculture of California, but it 
is the very life of the farmers who struggle 
with arid acres east of the Colorado River. 
Dry ranching has been successful in many 
localities in California, but it has bankrupted 
nearly everybody who attempted it in Art 
zona except those who raised crops of An 
gora goats. 

Arizona farmers can do nothing without 
irrigating ditches and an abundant waiter 
supply, but with them they are rapidly de- 
veloping what will at no distant day prove 
to be a prosperous and beautiful State. 43 
much water now flows to the ocean through 
the channel of the Colorado River as runs 
in all the streams of California south of the 
Tehachepi range of mountains. 

Arizona has violent summer rains such as 
are unknown in California at that season of 
the year. These go down to the sea in sud- 
den and hitherto unused torrents. But the 
Roosevelt dam has impounded the waters 
of the Gila and the Salt River; another work 
conserves the waters of the Verde; still an- 
other utilizes the waters of the Colorado 
River near Yuma, and a great dam and aque- 
ducts are projected above Parker. 

It is estimated that there are in Arizona 
more than 5,000,000 acres rich in plant 
food to which the rainfall Of the Arizona 
mountains can be profitably carried. Un- 
like Nevada and Utah and some portions of 
California, Arizona is substantially without 
water sinks. Nearly all the water that falls 
there is carried to the Colorado River by its 
various tributaries and thence to the Gulf of 
California. As the mineral salts are leached 
from the soll in one field, they are not de- 
posited upon the surface of another to plague 
its cultivator, but are transported by the law 
of gravity to the distant ocean. 

The wasted features which are the result 
of fever and ague are seldom seen in Ari- 
tona, for as soon as the malarial germ is en- 
gendered, the policeman, whose name is 
Gravitation, setzes the disease-breeder and 
hurries it out to sea to feed the fishes. ~ 

One of the peculiar advantages of the Salt 
River Valley is that the farmer is put to no 
cost to level his land and prepare it for irri- 
gation. A prehistoric race, the vestiges of 
whose villages and aqueducts are still vis! 
ble, performed the labor of grading the 
fields, and performed it well. In surveying 
the route of the grand canal constructed 
years ago the engineers could find no better 
grade than that indicated by the ruins of an 
old Aztec aqueduct. 

Good work has been done of late years In 
the education of eastern public opinion to 
the importance of adding to the value of the 
national domain by large and comprehen- 
sive systems of storage reservoirs, con- 
structed by the Federal government, or with 
its aid and under its direction. 

The substitution of the law of prior bene- 
ficial appropriation for that of common law 
riparianism has been of incalculable advan- 
tage to California and will prove of even 
greater advantage to Arizona. The law, gen- 
erally, if not exactly, a stagnant or retro- 
gressive science, is not 80 progressive a 
one as might be wished. It sometimes blocks 
the road of progress with the litter and rub- 
bish of precedents that ought to be hauled 
away to feed the bonfires. One of the dif- 
ficulties with which the irrigating farmers 
of California had to contend was the un- 
suitableness of the common-law rule con- 
cerning riparian rights to the conditions of 
climate and rainfall existing in this State. 
Those difficulties were finally overcome by 
legislation. All persons who wish well to 
Arizona will hope that she will soon emerge 
from Territorial pupilage so that she can 
promulgate water laws without danger of 
their being repealed by Congressional en- 
actment. | 


TRAVELING CORPORATION. 

On the last day of December last th 
was organized under the laws of the Stdte 
of Delaware the United Properties Company 
of California, with a capital stock of 3200, 
000,000. This was done to effect a merger 
of all the public utility companies of Oak- 
land and Berkeley under one ownership, the 
purpose being to enable the United Proper- 
ties Company to transfer to the Federal 
courts for trial all actions involving over 
$2000 which might be brought against it. 


As the Federal judges cannot be re- 
called,” and as they are independent of lo- 
cal influences, a corporation is tempted to 
change its citizenship so as to enable it to 
transfer into a Federal court any contro- 
versies in which it may be involved. The 
purpose of the grant of jurisdiction given 
in the Federal Constitution to Federal 
courts in controversies between citizens of 
different States was doubtless to guard 
against the favoritism which the judges of 
State courts might bestow upon their own 
citizens. 

Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
United States have said that “the framers 
of the Constitution probably hed no thought 
that the provision would extend to corpora- 
tions as citizens,” yet the Supreme Court 
said in the celebrated slaughterhouse tase 
that, under the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, corporations are 
citizens of the State of their creation. 

It does not seem to be quite the thing that 
a corporation owning $200,000,000 worth of 
property in California, and not transacting 
business anywhere except in the State of 
California, should be able, by having ohe 
dummy director who resides in Delaware 
and an office in the back room of the sec. 
ond story of a building in a Delaware vil- 
lage, or rather a sign on the door of such 


licttations or is otherwise insolent or med- 


an office, with the door perpetually locked, 
should be able to obtain any advantage. how- 
ever slight, over a citizen of the State where 
all its property is and where all its business 
is conducted. | 

When the plaintiff in a divorce case 
moved to North Dakota for no other pur- 
pose than to gain a residence there and ob- 
tain a decree that she could not obtain at 
home, it was held by both State and Fed- 
eral courts that her action was a fraud upon 
the jurisdiction, and a decree of divorce ob- 
tained by such means was adjudged invalid. 

It does not appear that there is any dif- 
ference in principle between the action of 
one of Nat Goodwin's spouses in taking a 
divorce suit into a Nevada town where she 
never lived and the action of the United

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MENDING BRITISH CONSTITUTION 

Great Britain is preparing to amend 

her constitution, or rather to substitnte a 
written constitution for the mass of cus- 
toms, judicial decisions and acts of Parlia- 
ment which constitute what is now called 
the British constitution. Earl Grey, the 
present Governor-General of Canada, is the 
most prominent advocate of the plan to re 
organize the parliamentary system of Great 
Britain on a Federal basis. It is proposed 
to accord a local Legislature to each of the 
four subdivisions of the British empire— 
England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales 
with powers analogous to those possessed 
by American States, and to retain the tm: | 
perial Parliament, with powers similar to 
those possessed by our Congress, while Aus- 
tralia, Canada and other British colonies 
will continre to be governed as now. The 
essential difference between the new British 
constitutlon and our Federal organie law 
will doubtless be that, while the States, un- 
der our Constitution, retain all powers not 
especially delegated to the Federal govern- 
ment, in Great Britain the imperial Parlia- 
ment would retain all powers not specially 
bestowed upon the States, while the central 
Parliament would reserve the right to veto | 
laws passed by the local Legislatures. 
It is to be hoped that this plan for reor- | 
ganizing the government of the British em- 
pire will not come to grief by reason of a 
copy of Frank Heney's speech, attacking the 


Constitution of the United States, and the 
cowards and tyrants who framed it, being 
reprinted in the London Times, and thereby 
accorded that influence which the high char- | 
acter and lofty statesmanship of its author 
will naturally command throughout the 
length and breadth of the British empire. 


HALL THI: FAIR BE RUINED? 

The local organ of Tvietmoe, Gallagher 
and McCarthy announces officially that or- 
ganized labor, meaning thereby the closed- 
shop gang, will make a fight to control the 
Panama Canal Exposition and prevent any | 
work being done on the buildings or grounds | 
except by members of the San Francisco 
labor unions. The fight will be made by op- | 
posing any legislation to prevent discrim- 
ination between union and non-union work- | 
ers by the commissioners in charge of the 
exposition. It will be urged that Gov. John- 
son and the four commissioners whom be 
will appoint can be “trusted” to establish | 
fair and proper rules and regulations gov- | 
erning the employment of labor, and that 0 
enact a law to place organized and unor- 
ganized labor on an equal basis would be | 
an insult to organized labor which the 


closed-shoppers will not tolerate. The labor | 
leaders further object to the enactment of | 
an arbitration law similar to the Canadian | 
labor law, on the ground that it would “de- | 
prive them of the power to precipitate a | 
sudden strike which they regard as one of | 
their most effective weapons.” | 

Unless Gov. Johnson shall have the hon- 
esty and the courage to bid Tvietmoe, Galla- | 
gher and McCarthy go seek the society of | 
their father, the devil, the Panama Exposi-| 
tion will be crippled, if not ruined, for lack 
of funds, for the men who have subscribed | 
$7,500,000 will not pay their subscriptions 
if industrial slavery is to prevail in the man- 
agement of the Panama tatr. 

There is no possible excuse for the pro- 
posed action of organized labor. There is 
work for thousands of mechanics in connec- 
tion with the fair for the next four or five | 
years, and to suffer non-tnion men to be ex- 
cluded from employment would be an out- 
rage so unspeakable that it would impair the | 
chances of the success of the exposition jn | 
more ways than the withdrawal or failure 
to pay the $7,500,000 subscription.

Will the 
jewelers of Switzerland, and the velvet and | 
silk manufacturers of France. and the mak- 
ers of fine goods in Germany, tal, and Eng- 
land be content to have thelr rare cxhibits 


unpacked and handled by some of McCar- 
thy’s constituents from Tar Flat who don't 
know plate glass or Sevres china from delft 
ware, or a Dresden $100 clock from an In- 
gersoll $1 watch? 

Without further illustrations, it is suffi- 
clent to say that for the San Francisco labor 
leaders to dominate the fair would mean 
utter and irretrievable ruin to ‘ts success.

minority might have seemed equally wise;

* The rain has ceased. A California sun—~, 


Febrvary by dead reckoning, June but for 
the calendar—is making a golden afternoon 
for the lotus lovers of Pasadena. Evidently 
these are many, as why should they not be? 
—when the restful Southland ts full of over- 
worked rest-seckers who have justly earned 
the lotus of repose. Evidently also these

dinances and only the hobble skirt is law- 
ful. Perhaps it was the dreamy waltz mu- 
sic which started the imagery, or the ever- 
lastingly romantic hue which colors Call- 
fornia skies and Californian scenery. 

Yet, there is enough of present poetry in 
the scene, without summoning up the fan- 
cles of old-world singers. Watch the chil- 
dren romping and rolling on the lawn, and 
the playful collie barking harmlessly at 
their heels.
